Mum treks wall 
to raise funds for 
baby charity

A MUM who travelled to China in 
memory of her two babies she lost in 
miscarriages has said it was an ‘emo¬ 
tional’ experience. 

Alice Mak, 35, of Abington Vale, had a 
miscarriage in April last year and again 
in October and decided to walk the 
Great Wall of China for a baby charity. 

The mum-of-one said: “It was one of 
the most amazing experiences in my 
life, but really emotional.” 

Mrs Mak flew to Beijing on May 11, 
leaving self-employed husband Eddie, 
51, and son Jeremy, two, at home, for 
the hike between May 13-17. 

She said: “We probably walked about 
six or seven hours a day. It was very 
strenuous. 

“I had never done anything like that, 
where I was walking for so long.” 

Mrs Mak, who works as a marketing 
analyst, left a personal message in the 
wall for the two babies she had lost. 

She said: “We were given a brick each 
to put in the wall to help rebuild a sec¬ 
tion of it and could write a note to put 
underneath the brick. 


“I wrote a little message to my two 
babies I lost. I was doing it for my 
babies. 

“It’s comforting to know that this was 
built to last a long time. 

“It was then that I remembered why I 
was doing this trip. 

“I guess it was just at that moment 
that I realised I wanted to do it.” 

She found the trip physically chal¬ 
lenging and spent several weeks train¬ 
ing beforehand. 

She added: “The wall snakes around 
quite high in some places and a couple 
of the people I was with were scared of 
heights. 

“We all found it difficult. In some 
places there was a sheer drop. 

“Mentally it was really strenuous as 
well as physically because of the con¬ 
tinuous hiking. 

“I just could not think of a better 
group to be with. 

“Everyone had their own story of why 
they wanted to do this. 

“For me, I proved my body could do 
something right. Now I know with 
some courage there’s nothing I can’t do. 

“I still have the hope that I will have 


more children. I never thought I could 
do something like this before -1 thought 
it would be out of reach for me. 

“I feel pretty great about it and feel 
good about myself again.” 

Mrs Mak has raised nearly £1,300 for 


the charity Tommy’s, which funds 
research into the causes and preven¬ 
tion of miscarriage, stillbirth and pre¬ 
mature birth.

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Husband’s ashes 
taken in burglary

A WIDOW has spoken of her 
‘devastation’ after heartless 
thieves stole her husband’s 
ashes. 

Glynis Peach, 46, and her 
family are offering up a £500 
reward for the safe return of 
the urn containing Philip’s 
ashes and his watch. 

Former lorry driver Philip, 
55, passed away last February 
after a short battle with kid¬ 
ney cancer. 

Mrs Peach, of London Road, 
Northampton, said she and 
her daughters have a small 
urn with his ashes, and one 
was empty after they returned 
and she fears it had been emp¬ 
tied. 

Burglars took the silver con¬ 
tainer in a half hour gap from 
when Mrs Peach’s daughter 
went to pick her up from work 
and they returned, at 5.30pm 
last Friday. 

They also took his stainless 
steel Rotary watch, a Wildfire 
S phone and two gold rings. 
Some more of Mrs Peach’s 
jewellery was stolen. 

Her daughter’s purse was 
recovered, minus some coins, 
in Delapre Park over the week¬ 
end. 

Mrs Peach said: “A burglary 
is always a terrible thing but 
you just worry what they have 
done with his ashes. 

“We are absolutely gutted, 
everything is still very raw 
and I just can’t describe how I 
feel. I am so upset. 

“They also took his watch 


which was in the drawer of his 
bedside table and it’s as if they 
have taken him from me. That 
is all I have left. 

“There was only half an hour 
when they could have done it 
and it just makes me worried 
that they were watching us. 

“They had completely raided 
my bedroom, all the drawers 
were open. 

“I can’t think why anyone 
would take an urn, to most 
people it is quite obvious what 
it is, so I just can’t understand 
what they would want with it. 

“I dread to think what they 
have done with the ashes. It 
doesn’t bear thinking about. 


“The actual urn won’t be 
worth much, I don’t even 
think it is real silver.” 

She added: “I hope that the 
reward might help get it back. 
I am not too worried about the 
other items, as long as the urn 
and his watch are brough back 
to us.” 

She said the family is now 
worried about being in the 
home, which she has lived in 
since she and Philip married 
in 1989, after the burglary. 

Anyone with information 
about the burglary is asked to 
call Northamptonshire Police 
on 101 or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555111.

“I will now have to pay for 
a childminder to collect one 
of the children.” 

A spokesman from the 
county council said: “We 
have no record that an online 
application was ever started 
or received. 

“As a result the parent was 
advised to submit a late 
application instead. 

“If the appeal is upheld the 
school would be required to 
take this pupil.”

Euston to Northampton ser¬ 
vice with her daughter, who 
resides in Hemel Hempstead. 

“During the journey, a group 
of football supporters, who 
had also boarded the train at 
Euston, began to act disor- 
deredly. 

“An altercation broke out 


between the group, during 
which a glass bottle of vodka 
was thrown across the train 
carriage, hitting the victim on 
the head. 

“She continued her journey 
towards Hemel Hempstead, 
but began to feel unwell, caus¬ 


ing nausea. 

“After leaving the train at 
Hemel Hempstead station, the 
victim’s daughter drove her to 
hospital.” 

She added: “The victim was 
due to fly back to Spain on 
Monday morning, but has had 
to delay her flight until 
Thursday, due to her injuries. 

“This was a cruel and nasty 
attack by the group of men, 
who need to take responsibil¬ 
ity for their actions. 

I “We believe the service 
may have been busy and I 
am sure someone will 
have seen the bottle being 
thrown. 

“The group of football 
supporters who boarded 
the train may have been 
returning from the 
League Two play-off final.

Your correspondent questions the 
impact Rushden Lakes will have on 
local shopping centres. We strongly 
believe it won’t be in competition with 
these nearby shopping centres. 

Its target shopper is the one who cur¬ 
rently goes to Milton Keynes or 
Peterborough, not Irthlingborough or 
Rushden. Nobody can suggest that 
Marks & Spencer or Next are in compe¬ 
tition with Boots or WHSmiths, let 
alone OneStop or fish-and-chip shops. 

In fact, the shopping centres should 
receive a boost from Rushden Lakes. 

There will be 2,000 extra wages 
entering the economy. Those wages 
will have to be spent somewhere. 

You don’t, for example, buy an expen¬ 
sive coat every week. Even if you are a 
‘dedicated follower of fashion’, you 
would still only spend a small part of 
your wages at Rushden Lakes. 

Most of your wages will get spent in 
town centres, supermarkets, pubs, 
restaurants. We’re sorry that your cor¬ 
respondent doesn’t feel more positive. 

It was a comparable fear of growth 


and investment that killed the plan to 
build a major car engine plant here in 
the 1960s. If that had gone ahead, 
Rushden would have been a very dif¬ 
ferent place today. 

Wages would be higher, which would 
have given workers more disposable 
income. That extra money would have 
been spent locally, and our long lost 
cinemas might have stayed open. 

Further the railway station might 
have been open for passenger traffic, 
instead of closing completely. 

Your correspondent noted the efforts 
of the councils to renovate the town 
centres. He is correct they have done 
everything they can to lift the towns, 
but there is only so much councils can 
do. Recessions end, and growth starts 
when the private sector starts invest¬ 
ing again. 

Rushden Lakes is a golden opportuni¬ 
ty to generate growth locally. We have 
been exceptionally lucky the developer 
chose to come here. We need to be 
positive and look towards a better 
future, welcoming growth. Surely, we 
don’t want to become a sleepy dormi¬ 
tory town, whose young people dream 
of nothing but escape?

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King Richard Ill’s 
head on display

A RECONSTRUCTION of King 
Richard Ill’s head and face is 
coming to Northampton later 
this year. 

The replica - made from 
detailed scans of King’s 
Richard’s skull - was revealed 
to the public for the first time 
in the Channel 4 documenta¬ 
ry ‘The King in the Car Park’ 
earlier this year. 

The head, which was com¬ 
missioned by the Richard III 
Society, was constructed 
using details from the king’s 
skull. 

His remains were discovered 
beneath the Greyfriars car 
park, in Leicester, in August 
2012 by a team of archaeolo¬ 
gists from the University of 
Leicester. 

The King was born in 
Northamptonshire’s Fothe- 
ringhay Castle. 

The replica was created by 
the forensic art team of the 
University of Dundee, and 
offers the most accurate yet 
interpretation of what King 
Richard could have looked 
like in life. 

After showing in Leicester 
from 18 May to 9 June, the 
head will tour places associ¬ 


ated with King Richard III. It 
will be displayed at 
Northampton Museum and 
Art Gallery. 

From where it will head to 
London and then return to 
Leicester to go on permanent 
display at a new Richard III 
visitor centre. 

Councillor Brandon Eldred, 
said: “King Richard’s story is a 
fascinating one. 

“He was born in 
Fotheringhay Castle in 
Northamptonshire and so it 


seems fitting that we host this 
very special exhibition. 

“As well as the replica head, 
which is absolutely incredible, 
the display will feature other 
exhibits that give greater 
understanding and meaning 
to the king’s connections with 
our county. 

“I urge people not to miss 
this and to mark the dates in 
their diaries now.” 

Opening times are Tuesday 
to Saturday, 10am-5pm and 
Sunday 2-5pm.

SATURDAY’S Aviva Premiership final 
marks the end of an era in the 
Northampton Saints front row as Soane 
Tonga’uiha bids farewell to the club 
after seven years. 

Tonga’uiha, along with fellow prop 
Brian Mujati, is moving to France this 
summer to play for Racing Metro and 
hopes to end his Saints career on a high 
by helping them to a first-ever 
Premiership title. 

The final against Leicester Tigers will be 
the Tongan international’s 213th appear¬ 
ance for the club he has become a fans’ 
favourite at since joining from Bedford 
Blues in 2006. 

“I think it will be an emotional day, but 
I’d like to think I’ll be able to put my emo¬ 
tions aside, give it one last push for Saints 
and hopefully have a dream finish,” said 
Tonga’uiha. 

“One of the reasons I’ve been here for 
such a long time is that there is a good 
environment around. The culture here is 
good and making the decision to leave 
was a hard one. 

“It’s definitely going to be an emotional 
day, but actually lifting the trophy, giving 
it back to the fans and my team-mates 
would be brilliant. 

“It’s a massive achievement to get to the 
final, but to win it and lift that trophy in 
my final season would be a big finish and 
a dream finish.” 

Standing at 6’3” and weighing just over 


20st, the man ironically nicknamed 
‘Tiny’ became one of the cornerstones of 
a Northampton pack which is amongst 
the most feared in European club rugby. 

His scrummaging ability, along with 
powerful running with the ball in hand, 
helped him become one of the most pop¬ 
ular players amongst the Franklin’s 
Gardens faithful, winning both the 
Supporters’ and Players’ Player of the 
Season honours in 2009/10. 

But while Tonga’uiha and the equally- 
popular Mujati, known more commonly 
by the club’s followers as ‘The Mooj’, are 
both moving to pastures new, there is 
another member of the Saints pack who 
is heading towards achieving the same 
level of cult status. 

Samu Manoa is coming to the end of his 
second season with Northampton and 
the American has already made a big 
impact at the club in more ways that one, 
having won both Players’ Player and 
Supporters Accolades for this season. 

Plucked from the relative obscurity of 
playing for San Francisco Golden Gate in 
the American Super League in 2011, the 
towering Manoa has quickly adapted to 
life in professional rugby. 

His trademark tough tackling meant he 
has become an instant hit and impressed 
the club’s coaching staff so much that he 
was awarded a three-year contract exten¬ 
sion after just six months. 

Manoa has also proved his versatility at 
being able to play as both lock and in the 
back row, while last year saw him named 
in the Premiership Dream Team in his 
debut campaign. Saints fans will hope he 
can produce more of the same at 
Twickenham on Saturday.

Preheat the oven to 180°C/Gas 4. Grease and line 
a 900g loaf tin with non-stick baking paper. 

Sift together the flour, baking powder and salt. 

Cream together the flour and caster sugar in a 
large mixing bowl for 5 minutes until pale and 
fluffy, then beat in the lemon zest. Beat in the 
eggs, one at a time, adding a tablespoon of the 
sifted flour with the second egg. Alternatively 
fold in large spoonfuls of the remaining flour and the yoghurt 
until the mixture is smooth, then fold in the ground almonds. 

Spoon a third of the cake mixture into the bottom of the loaf tin 
over a third of the raspberries. Bake for 45-50 minutes until the 
browned, then cover loosely with foil and bake for a further 20-25 
skewer inserted into the middle of the cake comes away clean.

DYLAN Hartley was in a defi¬ 
ant mood ahead of 
Northampton Saints’ Aviva 
Premiership final showdown 
with Leicester Tigers on 
Saturday, insisting the side are 
ready to prove the naysayers 
wrong one more time. 

The Saints defied the expec¬ 
tations of many pundits just by 
securing a place in the top four 
after looking like they would 
struggle to make it at just over 
the midway point of the sea¬ 
son, and did it again by down¬ 
ing Saracens on their own 
patch in the semi-finals. 

They go into Saturday’s show¬ 
piece game at Twickenham 
against East Midlands rivals 
Leicester as the underdogs, but 
the Northampton captain is 
happy for people to keep writ¬ 
ing them off. 

“That’s the story of our season 
so far, just trying to prove peo¬ 
ple wrong,” said Hartley. “For 
ourselves, we’ve done the right 
things to make the top four, 
won a big game and now we’re 
in the final. 

“I’m not thinking about a 
derby match, I’m thinking 
about it as a final. It’s about the 
process, and being intense and 
playing physically for 80 min¬ 
utes, and taking the opportuni¬ 
ties when they come. We did 
that against Saracens where 
the intensity was there for 80 
minutes.” 

There has been almost a siege 
mentality fostered at Franklin’s 
Gardens by director of rugby 
lim Mallinder in the wake of 
the criticism the team received 
from some quarters when 
results were not so good at the 


turn of the year. 

Exits from European compe¬ 
tition and the LV= Cup at the 
pool stages meant those voices 
became louder, but the squad 
have bounced back with the 
‘Why Not Us?’ slogan being the 
symbol of the belief they can 
clinch a first-ever Premiership 
title. 

To do so, they must beat a 
Tigers team going for a tenth 
English championship and 
playing in their ninth consecu¬ 
tive Premiership final. 
Mallinder is looking for a 
repeat of the intensity shown in 
the 27-13 win over Sarries in 
the semis. 

“We know we’ve got to find 
that again if we are going to 
have a chance of beating 
Leicester,” said Mallinder. 

“We’ve one British Lions 
squad member, they’ve got six. 
They’ve got a lot of experience 
of playing in the Premiership 
final, they haven’t lost in the 
league since February and they 
lost to the eventual European 
Cup winners. 

“Everything is really in their 
favour, so we know we have got 
to produce another perfor¬ 
mance like we did against 
Saracens.” 

Hartley echoed those senti¬ 
ments and has little doubt the 
squad will be able to raise their 
game once more. 

“I expect it will be there and I 
think everyone in the team will 
be the same,” said Hartley.

“It was only three years ago and it is still in my 
mind, so to be where I am now is quite surreal 
and I’m trying to embrace it and enjoy it. I’m 
trying to treat it as another game and enjoy the 
occasion. 

“Ten months ago when I signed and we start¬ 
ed training, these are the games I wanted to be 
involved in. Northampton have always been in 
the quarter and semi-finals of competitions 
and it’s something I dreamed of. To be part of it 
now is amazing.” 

This season has seen Burrell play 19 times for 
the Saints, scoring eight tries, and his recent 
form has seen him called into the England 
squad for this summer’s tour to South America 
as a replacement for the injured loel Tomkins. 


Aside from a brief stint playing for the West 
Indies Sevens team, Burrell has yet to taste 
international rugby and he knows a strong per¬ 
formance on Saturday could put him in con¬ 
tention to face Argentina. 

“I’m trying not to get too tied up in that 
because if I do it’s going to have an effect on 
how I play at the weekend,” he said. “It hasn’t 
sunk in yet because I’m not allowing it to, so 
when the tour comes around it will be a bril¬ 
liant experience for me. 

“It’s a massive opportunity and Saturday is 
another for me to stake my claim in that sort of 
environment. You’re going to get as close to a 
test match as possible against Leicester at 
Twickenham. It’s a massive game and a step in 
the right direction, so hopefully I can set a 
platform for the future.”

KELVIN Langmead believes 
Northampton Town are well-placed to 
bounce back from the 3-0 defeat 
against Bradford City in last Saturday’s 
League Two play-off final and go for 
promotion next season. 

The Cobblers captain was a frustrated 
spectator at Wembley having to watch 
from the substitutes bench as goals 
from James Hanson, Rory McArdle and 
Nahki Wells inside the first half an 
hour of the match snuffed out their 
hopes of going up. 

Although the campaign ultimately 
ended in disappointment, Langmead is 
confident the team will be able to chal¬ 
lenge for promotion again in 2013/14, 
particularly after they came so close to 
going up automatically 

“You saw for a good chunk towards 
the end of the season we were up in 
third, and we were there because we 
deserved to be there,” said Langmead. 

“Ourselves, Cheltenham and proba¬ 
bly Burton could have taken that third 
spot at any time, but it wasn’t meant to 
be and it’s a great credit to the lads we 
got to where we are. 

“This club deserves to go up. It is run 
extremely well, there is a fantastic 
structure and it is a club moving in the 
right direction.” 

It is a huge turnaround from where 
the club found themselves this time 
last year, having only managed to avoid 
relegation to the Blue Square Bet 
Premier with a goalless draw away to 
Hereford United in the penultimate 
game of the season. 

Langmead was part of that side and 
was an integral member of the 
Northampton squad this season, 
despite missing most of the last two 
months due to a knee injury. He has 
been impressed with the turnaround 


witnessed at Sixfields. 

The 28-year-old has also previously 
suffered the disappointment of a play¬ 
off final defeat during his time with 
Shrewsbury Town, and is using that 
experience to help this time around. 

“Our biggest game last season was 
going away to Hereford and trying to 
stay in the Football League, so to be 
one game away from promotion is a 
turnaround,” said Langmead. 

“Of course, it’s a huge disappoint¬ 
ment, but I’ve been through it before 
and you come back stronger from it, 
and we’ve got to make sure we do that.” 

There was good news for the 
Northampton skipper this week as he 
put pen to paper on a new contract 
which keeps him with the club for 
another two seasons, becoming the 
first of the out-of-contract players to 
agree a new deal. 

Lee Collins, Luke Guttridge, Ben 
Tozer, Ben Harding. Roy O’Donovan 
and on-loan defender Nathan 
Cameron, who has been let go by 
Coventry City, have also had new terms 
extended to them. 

But Adebayo Akinfenwa, John 
Johnson, Louis Moult, Jake Robinson, 
Lewis Wilson, Paul Turnbull and Seth 
Nana Twumasi are being released, 
meaning manager Aidy Boothroyd will 
again be busy in the transfer market 
over the summer. 

Whoever comes in, it is likely 
Langmead will retain the captain’s 
armband and he is looking forward to 
continuing the role when the new sea¬ 
son starts. 

“It’s been a huge honour and I can’t 
really put it into words,” said Langmead. 
“I never expected it, it’s something I 
feel I have grown with and it has been 
difficult to watch the last seven weeks. 
But it’s an incredible honour and one 
I’m extremely proud of. 

“I’ve really enjoyed my football this 
year. It has been an incredible year for 
me and I want to keep that momentum 
going.”

Pyne ready for Round the Island 


Seven set with Towcester entries 


SAILING 

CHRIS Pyne is aiming for a best-ever 
finish as he prepares to tackle next 
month’s J.P. Morgan Asset 
Management Round the Island Race 
for the fifth time. 

The Duston skipper heads to the 
Isle of Wight with friend Andy 
Stirling and crewman Jack Mitchell 
for the race on June 1 where they will 
be competing against 16,000 other 
sailors around the 50 nautical mile 
course. 

This will be the third time Pyne 
has skippered his 21ft Etap yacht, 
Nooka, and he hopes to better his 
previous results in the Round the 
Island race, which is open to all¬ 
comers and regularly attracts over 
1,700 boats. 

“We finished 209th overall in 2011, 
in what was an endurance test in 
really hairy conditions, especially 


for a small boat,” said Pyne. 

“Last year it was equally rough but 
we got hit by another boat and lost 
our rudder so we couldn’t finish the 
race. 

“I want to build on what we’ve 
done before so a top 200 finish would 
be great.” 

Pyne first learnt to sail dinghies at 
Pitsford Reservoir aged 14 and 
although he has raced and sailed big 
boats offshore all over the world, he 
believes his skills were best devel¬ 
oped on inland water. 

“Of course, there is much skill in 
sailing bigger boats but if I adjust the 
sails an inch on a yacht, you barely 
notice,” said Pyne. 

“Do that on a dinghy and it makes 
a massive difference. 

“You can sail for a long, long time 
in big boats and yet never develop 
the level of boat handling that you 
can gain from dinghies.”

Mallinder confident 
Saints can tame 
the Tigers and take 
Premiership crown

STEPHEN Myler is determined to 
ensure Northampton Saints do not 
blow their chance of clinching a 
maiden Aviva Premiership title 
when they face Leicester Tigers in 
the final at Twickenham on 
Saturday. 

The Saints reached the showpiece 
event with an impressive 27-13 vic¬ 
tory over league leaders Saracens in 
the semi-final at Allianz Park just 
under two weeks ago, and face their 
East Midlands rivals in the winner- 
takes-all showdown. 

After three seasons of missing out 
in the semis, Jim Mallinder’s men 
have made it through to the final for 
the first time in their history. 

However, fly half Myler insists 
they cannot be satisfied with that. 

“We don’t want to get to the final 
just to say we got to the final and 
were the first Saints team to do it,” 
said Myler. 

“It’s a massive game and the rea¬ 
son we are there is because we want 
to win the trophy. 

“We don’t want to say we came 
second because that’s not good 
enough for us as a group of players 
or as a club. 

“That’s why it means so much to 
us, why it means so much to 
Leicester and why we work so hard 
during the year - we want to have 
that recognition of champions. 

“The graft you put in over a career 
for some people comes to fruition 
and you have something tangible to 
show for it, so it’s a massive occa¬ 
sion and it’s a massive honour for 
whoever earns the right to be called 
champions.” 


Myler knows the pain of defeat in a 
major final with Northampton, 
having been part of the team which 
came so close to winning the 
Heineken Cup in 2011 before glory 
was snatched away from them by a 
Johnny Sexton-inspired second half 
comeback in the final against 
Leinster. 

He also has LV= Cup and European 
Challenge Cup winners medals to 
his name from his time at the Saints 
since switching from rugby league 
in 2006, and now wants to add a 
league champions medal to those 
honours. 

The fact it is a Northampton- 
Leicester final adds even more spice 
to the occasion, although the 
28-year-old is keen to shut that out. 

“We are only going to win this 
game if we are clear in the mind,” 
said Myler. 

“Take away the amount of people 
watching it and what is on the line 
and it’s essentially a game of rugby 
between two sides, and what will 
win the game is who plays rugby the 
best. 

“It won’t be who is the most 
intense, and although it will have 
an impact, it’s not the be-all-and- 
end-all. 

“Emotion is going to play its part, 
but you’ve got to manage that as 
well and that is the test for us.” 
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JIM Mallinder is confident 
Northampton Saints can repeat their 
semi-final performance to defeat 
Leicester Tigers in this Saturday’s 
Aviva Premiership final at 
Twickenham. 

The Saints stormed into the final by 
defeating table toppers Saracens 
27-13 on their own turf, despite hav¬ 
ing failed to beat any of the other top 
four sides during the regular season. 

Memories of the chastening 36-8 
loss in the East Midlands Derby at 
Franklin’s Gardens in March also still 
linger, but director of rugby Mallinder 
has no doubt his side have what it 
takes to rise above their underdog 
status. 

“There was a lot of talk about us not 
being able to beat the top sides before 
going into Saracens, and we’ve proved 
that we can and on our day we’re a 
very good side,” said Mallinder. 

“We’ve got confidence, we know 
Leicester so we’re not going to under¬ 
estimate them. 

“We know what they did to us at 
home and we went into that game 
with confidence on the back of some 
good wins, and they turned us over 
and made us look stupid. 

“We’ve got it all to do, but on our day 
we can win the game.” 

Aside from Dominic Waldouck being 
out injured, the Saints expect to have 
a fully-fit squad to choose from for 
Saturday’s title decider. 

Mallinder also calmed fears the pre¬ 
vious defeat against Leicester could 
have any bearing on the outcome and 
believes it was a one-off. 

“If you go behind then sometimes it 
is a bit of an avalanche effect,” said 
Mallinder. 

“You over-play, you try to do things 
you wouldn’t normally do and sud¬ 
denly you can be another couple of 
scores down just like that. I think that 
was one of those games.”
